Medic a l Sc ienc e Mokes Some Gains 


Progress Agai nst Strokes 
I s Frustrati ng Battl e 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Life 
saving gains are being made 
against cerebral stroke, the of­ 
ten 
paralying 
brain 
disease 
that afflicts two million Ameri­ 
cans and is a threat from in­ 
fancy through old age. 
But an Associated Press sur­ 
vey of efforts in the medical 
fight against stroke snows full 
progress depends on learning 
more about high blood pressure 
and solving the riddle of a sort 
of biological rust that can clog 
the body’s arteries. 
Cerebral 
stroke 
currentlv 
ranks behind only heart disease 
and cancer as the nation's most 
common cause of death. 
Sometimes called 
apoplexy, 
strokes often are triggered by 
hypertension—high blood pres­ 
sure—either by itself or as an 
insidious partner of arterioscle­ 
rosis, the so-called biological 
rust clogging the body’s arte­ 
rial pipelines. 
Strokes stem from blockage, 
hemorrhaging, rupture or other 
abnormalities of blood vessels 
nourishing 
the 
brain. 
Blood 
clots are prominent villains. 
Because the brain is com­ 
mand post for man’s move­ 
ments and mental processes, a 
s t r o k e damaged 
brain 
can 
cause paralysis, numbness of 
hands and face, weakness and 
difficulty in speaking. 
Difficulty 
in 
thinking, 
im­ 
paired memory and mental dis­ 
turbances are other possible re­ 
sults of stroke. It all depends 
on what area or areas of the 
brain are hit, and how badly. 
Often preceding a full-blown 
stroke are headaches, difficulty 
in vision, dizziness and fainting 
spells. When it hits, a stroke 
can kill within minutes. 
The gains made against cere­ 
bral stroke are seen on a varie­ 
ty of fronts. Death rates are 
falling. 
Advances have 
been 
made in treating hypertension. 
Steady but still rather slow 
progress has been recorded in 
detecting the first signs of an 
impending stroke. There’s been 
progress also in surgical treat­ 
ment of stroke victims. 
No 
recent 
breakthroughs 
have been made in rehabilitat­ 
ing stroke patients, but tried- 
and-true methods are spreading 
to an increasing number of hos­ 
pitals and clinics, according to 
the government’s National In­ 
stitute of Neurological Diseases 
and Stroke (NINDS). 
But strokes’ high cost contin­ 
ues: 
—Of the two million Ameri­ 
cans estimated to be victims of 
the disease at any one time, 
one-third were wage earners 
when they were stricken. 
—Of that total, almost 400.000 
stroke victims outside of nurs­ 
ing 
homes 
and 
other 
in­ 
stitutions are suffering some 
degree of paralysis. 
—The majority of stroke vic­ 
tims are middle-aged or elder­ 
ly, but stroke can afflict the 
embryo 
within 
the 
mother's 
womb or young people. 
Who is most likely to suffer a 
stroke? 
The U.S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice says the 'person known to 
have a greater than average 
risk of stroke probably has one 
or more of these problems: 
Overweight, a diet high in fats, 
high blood pressure, tobacco 
smoking.” 
Additionally, 
the 
service 
says, 
he 
may 
have 
“ athe­ 
rosclerosis (a form of arte- 
rioslcerosisi, heart disease, dia­ 
betes or other ailments” and 
may have had so-called little 
strokes, transient oxygen-depr­ 
iving attacks. 
Dr. 
Fletcher McDowell 
of 
Cornell University Medical Cen­ 
ter in New York says a classic 
argument bolstering the theory 
that diets rich in animal fats 
and carbohydrates are a cause 
of atherosclerosis underlying a 
stroke derives from World War 
n. 
. 
. 
When most Europeans during 
the war were reduced to spar­ 
tan diets, the incidence of co­ 
ronary 
artery 
disease 
and 
stroke dropped sharply. 
From 1B65 through 1965, the 
most recent period for which 
full statistics are available, the 
U.S. stroke-mortality rate de­ 
clined 11 per cent overall and 
30 per cent for the 45-to-65 age 
group that includes the most 
victims of the disease 
The drop is mainly attributed 
to 
improved 
treatment 
of 
patients 
who 
suffer 
little 
strokes and thereby are helped 
in time from having full-blown, 
often fatal strokes 
Treatment of little-stroke vie 
tims 
includes use of 
blood- 
thinning anticoagulant drugs to 
help prevent formation of clots 
and of new drugs designed to 
dissolve clots already formed. 
The hunt now is under wav 
for 
improved 
anticoagulants, 
clot dissolvers and drugs that 
allow brain blood vessels to 
open as widely as possible. 
Gains have been made also in 
treating high blood pressure. 
Following development of an- 
tihypertension drugs, the death 
rate from hypertensive heart 
disease dropped almost 60 per 
cent between 1952 and 1968 
The implication is that these 
drugs, in curbing deaths from 


hypertension, 
helped 
prevent 
many 
deaths 
from 
cerebral 
stroke- 
Treatment for stroke has ad­ 
vanced also in the surgical 
field. For many years, cerebro­ 
vascular surgery was limited 
almost entirely to correcting 
flaws or road blocks in the 
larger external arteries feeding 
the brain, especially the carotid 
arteries in the neck. 


But now surgeons are oper­ 
ating on relatively large ar­ 
teries within the brain cavity it­ 
self and a few are pioneering 
with operations on tiny blood 
vessels of the brain. 
But Dr. McDowell says all 
stroke victims are not candi­ 
dates for such daring surgery, 
which 
must 
be 
limited 
to 
patients whose blood vessels 
defects 
are 
in 
a 
particular 


area. 
The research front includes 
attempts at NINDS and the Na­ 
tional Heart and Lung Institute 
to solve the riddle of athe­ 
rosclerosis. 
Deriving its name from the 
Greek word for porridge, athe­ 
rosclerosis is a special type of 
hardening of the arteries differ­ 
ing from the usually mild form 
that accompanies the normal 
aging process. 
It’s 
characterized 
by 
the 
biological rust process, the de­ 
positing of sludgy, fatty crys­ 
tals on the inner surface of ar­ 
terial walls. 
The sludge gradually piles 
up, 
narrowing the pathways 
and slowing the blood flow. A 
clot may form partially or com­ 
pletely blocking the flow of life- 
sustaining, oxygen-filled blood 
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to a part of the body.

China's Moderates Apparently In Command 


Editors Note: IHie writer is a 
long-time reporter of Chinese 
mainland affairs. He returned 
to China in April with the U.S. 
table tennis team after an ab­ 
sence of 23 years.

NEW YORK (AP) - Bits of 
evidence coming out of Peking 
suggest 
that 
something 
im­ 
mensely 
important 
affecting 
Chinese Communist Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung has taken place. 
What it is no one outside of 
the Communist Politburo can 
say. The Chinese have not cho­ 
sen to disclose the secret. 
Whether it will affect the 
planned visit, before next May, 
of President Nixon to Peking is 
e q u a l l y 
uncertain. 
Highly 
placed officials in Washington 
believe that an illness or even 
the death of one of the top Chi­ 
nese leaders would not alter the 
situaaon. But a political sha­ 
keup 
connected 
with 
recent 
friendly Chinese overtures to­ 
ward the United States would 
be another matter. 
Predicting the course of af­ 
fairs in mainland China is a 
hazardous occupation. But from 
wnat can be pieced together it 
would appear that the moder­ 
ates, led by Premier Chou En- 
lai, continue to have 
a com­ 
manding voice in Chinese pol­ 
icy. Regardless of what has 
happened, Chou is publicly vis­ 
ible. He appeared at National 
Day celebrations Oct. I. Chair­ 
man Mao and his designated 
successor, Defense Minister Lin 
Piao, did not. 
Their absence, combined with 
the decision of the official Pek­ 
ing People’s Daily not to carry 
their photographs, may indicate 
that Mao, and perhaps Lin, are 
deeply involved in a sudden 
change in the political spect­ 
rum. 
A series of events—or none­ 
vents—has touched off world­ 
wide speculation about what 
may be going on in this vast 
and populous country. In mid- 
September it was announced 
there would be no parade at the 
National 
Day 
celebrations. 
Then there were reports that 
civil and military aviation had 
been grounded for three days. 
It later developed this coin­ 
cided with the crash of a Chi­ 
nese plane in Mongolia under 
unexplained circumstances. 
Oct. I produced more sur­ 
prises. One was the failure of 
Mao or Lin to appear even 
briefly as they do on similar 
May Day programs. The sec­ 
ond was the nonpublication of 
the usual National Day edito­ 
rial written jointly by the Lib­ 
eration Army Daily, the Peking 
People’s Daily and Hungchi or 
Red Flag. 
Chinese readers must have 
been shocked to note such de­ 
partures from almost sanctified 
custom. The display of Mao’s 
photographs in all newspapers 
is a custom dating back to 1949. 
Lin’s has appeared beside them 
since he became party vice 
chairman and heir-apparent in 
1966. 
The 
decision not 
to print 
them could have been Mao’s. 
But what seems more likely is 
that 
the Chinese 
party anc 
mass media are being fought 
over by rival factions as they 
were in the early days of the 
cultural purge. 
At that time it was Mao, 
fighting an uphill battle against 
the dominant faction led by 
Presiden 
Liu 
Shao-ehi, 
who 
seized control of press, radio 
and television. That coup, car­ 
ried out by Mao’s one-time po­ 
litical secretary, Chen Po-ta, 
gave the Maoists the lone voice 
in China and effectively si­ 
lenced his enemies. 
Now Chen Po-ta himself and 
the party leftists are said to be 
the center of a new political 
storm, 
perhaps because they 
opposed the party policy of rap­ 
prochement 
with 
the 
United 
States. 
When the cultural purge end­ 
ed in the spring of 1969, Mao, 
Lin 
Piao 
and 
Chen 
Po-ta 
emerged the apparent winners. 
Chen became No. 4 in the hier- 
»rchy. But in fact the army 
gained the controlling voice. It 
is believed to have dictated the | 
new "soft” line and to havei 
named Chou En-lai to carry it 
out. 
So if Chen resisted that line 
he also was fighting the army. 
Both Chou and Yeh Chien- 
ying, the army leader who sat 
in on the July talks with Nix­ 
on’s 
aide, 
Henry 
Kissinger, 
played public roles in the Oct. I 
celebrations. This gives weight 
to those who say that the army 
has been successful in its quar­ 
rel with Chen. 
TTie 
army-leftist 
struggle 
may well have precipitated an 
emergency meeting of the par­ 
ty Central Committee to debate 
it. That would explain the halt 
in regular air schedules; 
the 
few Chinese planes available 
could have been used to bring 
members to Peking. 
What did the Central Com­ 
mittee decide? Again, it can 
only be guessed at. Possibly the 
cult of the individual, as repre­ 
sented by Mao and Lin, has 
been eliminated in favor of a 
more 
collective 
leadership.

Q. I am a single woman who 
will be 6 5 in 5 months. My reg­ 
ular job is not covered by so­ 
cial security , but a number of 
y ears ago, I did work part time 
at a job covered by social se­ 
curity . Could this part - time 


work have made me eligible 
for Medicare? 
A. The part-time 
work y ou 
did may make y ou eligible to 
enroll in the hospital insurance 
part of Medicare. Since y ou will 
be 6 5 this y ear, 
y ou’ll 
need 


about 3 y ears of work credit 
under social security to qualify 
for this part of Medicare. The 
people at y our social security 
office will be glad to help y ou 
determine if y ou are eligible for 
hospital insurance. In addition, 
regardless of the amount 
of 
work y ou have had under so­ 
cial security , y ou will be eligi­ 
ble at 6 5 to sign up for the vol­ 
untary medical insurance part 


of Medicare. Be sure to call or 
visit y our social security office 
about 3 months before y our 6 5th 
birthday to sign up for Medi­ 
care. 
Q. I am 6 5 and abont to re­ 
tire. Since I will receive a com­ 
pany pension and some income 
from investments, can I wait 4 
y ears and get the whole 4 y ears 
of social security benefits at one 
time? 


A. No. When y ou apply for 
social security retirement bene­ 
fits, pay ment can be retroactive 
for only 1 y ear. 
Q. I had doctors’ bills while 
I was visiting a friend in an­ 
other State last spring. I filed 
a claim with the Medicare of­ 
fice in the State and they took 
ont the $50 deductibe. I 
now 
have bills from my own doctor. 
How do I notify the Medicare 


office in my home State so they 
won’t take out another $50 de­ 
ductible? 
A. You don’t have to worry 
about 
pay ing 
the 
deductible 
twice. All Medicare claims are 
coordinated through Medicare’s 
central office in Baltimore. 
Q. As a college student, I 
work part-time each semester 
and full-time during college va­ 
cations. The social security con­ 


tributions coming out 
of 
my
